Western nations put 
together, writes Mr./E. T. Good in 
the*Journal of Commerce” (Liver- 
pool). - Our paople have'bear| more 
consistent and successful, ‘hot to 
say more considerate, than, .the 
others. Hong Kong, Shanghal, 
Tientsin, and other ‘placea have 
been converted ‘from awamps and 
bare. and barren ‘spots:.into. first- 
class ports and cities - by British 
money and skill. China owes such 
modern transport as she enjoys to 
British enterprise. It is estimated. 
that .£800,000,000 of British.money, 
is Invested in China, £60,000,000 in 
Shanghai alone, and that trade 
with. the British Empire fs valued 
at £35,000,000 a year. Imports 
from the United Kigdom Inst yéar 
were valued at nearly £20,000,000. 

A colony or settlement was 
established |. at Macao, opposite 
what is. now, Hong Kong, in, 1557 
by the Portuguese.

FIGURES FOR 2 MONTH Or 
FEBRUARY. | . 

The total revenue of the Suez 
Canal Company for the month of 
February amounted to 16,979,000 
francs, as compared with. 16,082,- 
000 francs and 17,002,000 francs 
respectively in: the corresponding 
month of 1926 and 1925, The’ net 
Measurement of the ships making 
the passage of the Canal in the 
second month of the year was 
2,281,000 tons, as compared with 
2,339,000 tons in January, so’ that 
there was an apparent decline of 
118,000 tons. The dally average of 
February, a 28 day ‘month, how- 
ever, exceeded that of January, 
since it was 81,475 tons, as com- 
pared with 77,382 tons. In no pre- 
vious month of February, as the 
“Bulletin Decadaire” points out, 
has the traffic been so large, 
althoygh the revenue did not touch 
the record:—

His first appearance was in 1895, 
when, at the age of 22, he made his 
debut in a new opera at the Teatro 
Nuova in’ Naples. He was not a 
success. Success did not come to 
him until three years later, when he 
sang in “La Boheme” at Mila... 
Chaliapin, the great Russian sing- 
er, is another whose golden voice 
has raised him from poverty to 
feme. His father was a peasant, 
and at the age of ten he appren- 
ticed little Feodor to a local boot- 
maker, who beat him cruelly with 
a thick strap. ‘ . 

For a time Chaliapin followed the 
shoemaker's trade, but he was al- 
ways fond of music and sang in the 
church choir. He also purchased a 
violin’of sorts, at a cost of two or 
three shillings and was soundly 
thrashed “for idleness,” :

He was able to turn his talent to 
occasional profit, but in the inter- 
vals became in turn a-railway 
porter, a: book-binder, and a joiner.
